Bowman Field Back 
To City-Couniy Board 

It was good news to many in 
Jefferson County to hear that 
Bowman Field, complete with 72 
acres of Army-developed land in 
its southeast corner is to be re- 
turned to the City-County Air 
Board under an agreement 
reached Tuesday of this week. 

J. B. Pierce, head of the legal 
department of the War Assets 
Administration, said that "only a 
few minor details" remain to 
effect the transfer. 

The Government wartime lease 
Will be cancelled, and the 72 acres 
turned over with improvements is 
valued by the W.A.A. at $5,000,- 
000. The tract returned is bounded 
by Dutchman's Lane and Beau- 
champ Road. 

Forty-five acres will be leased 
for 25 years to the Army and 
National Guard along with 58 
buildings on the property. Com- 
mercial airline operations will be 
shifted to Standiford Field. Fifty- 
two buildings now at Bowman 
will be sold by the War Assets 
Administration. They are not in 
the Army-National Guard section. 
* The new transfer will not affect 
the veterans' housing project, as 
it is under the Louisville Housing 
Commission.

World News Flashes 

Efforts are being made to stop 
the war of the Dutch in Java 
against the Indonesian Republic 
it is spreading resentment among 
nations untimely and a possible 
threat to world peace. 

Javanese, applying the scorch- 
ed earth method, are threaten- 
ing to burn the rich rice and 
other crops, then the rubber, 
quinine, tea, and coffee planta- 
tions are also threatened in West- 
ern Java. If these estates are 
set afire, the Indonesians say the 
Dutch will have to send 500,00 
laborers from the Netherlands 
and work for more than ten 
years to restore production. "Let 
no Dutchman nurse the illusion 
he will find his plantations and 
estates in an undamaged condi- 
tion," they said. 

Wealthy landowners in China 
have been asked by Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-Shek to take 
the burden of supplying the 
Chinese army with 2,000,000 tons 
of food in the next year, reliev- 
ing the small farmer who is be- 
ing pressed to supply the civilian 
population. He pointed to fore - 
sations that his govern- 
ment is "shot through with cor- 
ruption, inefficiency, incompet- 
ence and nepotism." 

Russia reports an excellent 
wheat crop. The Soviet news 
agency report said that Russia 
could have sold Britain 1,000,000 
tons cut out of this year's har- 
vest and 1,500,000 out of the 
1948 prospective with some to 
spare. The Soviet is reported

Cost of main- 
taining its great army in China 
is causing the Chinese govern- 
ment to suggest a bond issue of 
$10,000,000 in that country to bi 
subscribed to by the wealthy.

Lincoln Scholars Delve 
Into Private Papers 

Dr. Louis Warren, of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., and Dr. William H. 
Townsend, Lexington, both his- 
torians and Lincoln scholars, were 
present in Washington, in addi- 
tion to Roy P. Basler, president of 
the Lincoln Association, Saturday, 
July 6, when the private papers 
of the Great Emancipator, Abra- 
ham Lincoln, were revealed after 
being sealed under terms of his 
son, Robert T. Lincoln until 21 
years after his death. Robert T. 
Lincoln died July 26, 1926. 

The papers revealed little to 
Lincoln scholars, according to re- 
port, but, again, they revealed 
much as verification to what had 
been generally known. They , will 
have a fitting place in history. 

Dr. Warren will be remembered 
as coming to Kentucky and en- 
gaging in editorial work in Eliza- 
bethtown for several years to be 
able to be close to Kentucky his- 
torical spots, convenient for ad- 
ditional Lincoln study. Mr. Town- 
send has given much time to the 
study of the Todd family, tt 
home of Mary Todd, Lexington. 

The letters and papers bound 
in 149 volumes are proving of 



Thus far no taint of scandal has 
issued from the heritage. 
One of the documents— a 1 
ritten by Lincoln's step-brother, 
)hn D. Johnson— blasted the 
suspicion of illegitimacy. Johnson 
te Lincoln that their father 
dying and wanted to see him. 
The letter said "For you are his 
only child that is of his own flesh 
and blood. It is nothing more than 
hatere (sic) for him to crave to 
■e you." 

Lincoln's father was married to 
Nancy Hanks, daughter of his em- 
ir, Joseph Hanks, in Eliza- 
be thtown, Ky., in 1880. His mother 
died in 1818 when he was 9 years 
old and his father married a wid- 
Sarah Bush Johnston. The 
letters revealed Lincoln's magani- 
mous nobility of character in 
many ways, particularly shown in 
his exercise of power to pardon. 
For example, when Gen. Benja- 
min A. Butler came to Washington 
urge summary execution of 24 
deserters whose sentences the 
President had commuted, Lincoln 
told him: "Mr. General, there are 
already" too many weeping widows 
the United States. For God's 
sake, don't ask me to add to the 
number, for I won't do it." There 
many threatening letters re- 
ceived and others which showed 
the real man that he was.

"Most of the boys who apply 
here for jobs these days are 
ally unfitted and untrained.

INTERNATIONAL HARVESTER 
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Illinois Corn Outlook 
Below Forecast 

Kentucky farmers are always 
more or less interested in the 
crops of neighbor states, and 
formation the first of this week 
from Chicago made public by the 
Illinois Agricultural Association 
was to the effect that federal 
forecasts may be "a bit optimis- 
tic." The government figures 
were quoted as 408,000,000 bu- 
shels for Illinois. 

The farm group said that with 
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a "fair share" of hot weather the 
warm growing nights and a rea- 
sonably late fall, the Illinois corn 
harvest would come within 70 or 
I 80 percent of last year's record - 
I breaking crop which topped 500,- 
1 000,000 bushels. However, some 
of the Association's directors be- 
lieved the federal prediction was 
a litUe too high. Southern Illi- 
nois corn prospects are "good all 
around," the farm leaders said. 
Gloomiest prospects were re- 
ported from areas north and west 
of St. Louis and the north cen- 
tral part of the state.

For Well Groomed Garden 
Many Plants Need Staking 
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Properly staked plants Insure an 
orderly garden. Lack of proper 
staking means that you are reason- 
ably sure to have some wrecked and 
messy beds later in the season. A 
heavy rain or wind storm Is likely 
to knock over tall and heavy foli- 
age plants which naturally have 
stems not sufficiently sturdy to 
stand up under such circumstances. 

Delphiniums are the first plants 
In the garden to show*the need for 
staking. The heavy spikes of bloom 
on these stately perennials make 
them singularly susceptible to de- 
struction by winds or heavy rains. 
Stake them before the buds start 
to open and save the beauty of the 
delphiniums. 

Gladiolus with heavy spikes of 
-loom are likely to need stakes. 
Lilies and iris of the taller types 
also need this assistance. Tall Af- 
rican and French marigolds are 
tipped over by wind or rain and 
become a jungle. Staking would 
have saved them. 

The first requisite of good staking 
is that the stakes ■should be strong 
and capable of holding up the plant, 
but as unobtrusive as possible. 
Green painted stakes are least con- 
spicuous. The cheapest and most 
efficient stakes are the bamboo 
canes sold in varying lengths by 
dealers. They may be bought al- 
ready painted in their natural col- 
or and you can paint them yourself. 
They are strong.and durable. Heavy 
wire stakes are least obtrusive of 
all especially when painted green. 
Plants can be tied to them easily 
and held upright so that the tying 
cannot be distinguished until viewed 
at close range. 

Set the stakes and tie the plants 
before they come into bloom. A 
good job of staking that will not 
make the plant look stiff and ob- 
viously tied up cannot be done after 




it has come Into bloom. For plants 



sprawl and be of untidy habit, twig- 
gy branches carefully applied make 
the best supports. The tall snap, 
dragons need staking. If pinched 
back and tied the taU types throw 
out branches and become pyramids 
of bloom. The long terminal spike 
is sacrificed but a much greater 
quantity of bioom and finer garden 
display is obtained. Get in a supply 
of stakes and give the plants known 
to need staking attention early in 
their career. The sooner staking 
Is attended to, the less obtrusive 
will it be when the plant reaches 
the maturity of its bloom. 



THE GARDEN 

By John S. Gardner, Kentucky 
College of Agriculture and 
Home Economies. 
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From this time on, the atten- 
on of gardeners is definitely 
turned toward providing food for , 
winter, and one by one the j 
possibilities begin to dwindle. 
However, here are a few remind- 
ers, still in good time. 

Beans— August 1 is not too late 
to plant beans. While Stringless 
Greenpod may be used, the 
drought resistor, U. S. Refugee 
No. 5, is safer, as late August and 
September may still become dry 
months. Now is the time for 
planting the fall bean, Horticul- 
tural, pole or bush, (the red- 
speckled shell-out bean). If there 
appears to be a dearth of dry 
beans, Pinto and White Navy can 
still make a crop. Kidney beans, 
ir white, may still be planted, 
■na Beans — Planted without 
delay Fordhook 242, the dry 
weather lima, can make a crop in 
90 days, easily before October 10, 
the official frost-date. 

Sweet Corn — Planted by July 
20, all the sweet varieties, Golden 
Cross Bantam, Ioana, and the old 
standby Stowell's Evergreen 
should make most of their crop 
before frost. There is, too, the 
roasting ear sort, Hickory King. 

Winter Cabbage—There is still 
a chance, but getting more slim 
every day, that mature cabbage 
may be made if the special variety 
Wisconsin All Season is used. 
Sown "in place," perhaps as late 
as July 20, with good moisture 
and the first freeze late, winter 
cabbage may be made, or at least 
a few heads of fresh cabbage 
produced. For that matter, quite 
soft cabbage plants may be laid 
over and mounded with straw 
and earth, to make fairly good 
cabbage by Christmas; or the 
plants may be lifted, reset in 
trenches and covered to achieve 
the same end. 

Late Potatoes— Until July 20, 
there is still time to plant Sequoia, 
and until August 1, Irish Cobbler 
potatoes. Certified seed should be 
used always and treated with 
Semesan Bel as a safeguard 
against potato scab. 

Beets and Carrots— Any time 
during July, Detroit Dark Red 
Beets and Chantenay carrots may 
be sown. While the stand, partic- 
ularly of carrots, may not be full, 
there will be fresh tender carrots 
replace those of the spring 
planting. 

The black fleabeetle is trouble- 
_jme on all those vegetables in 
their seedling stage. Excellent con- 
trol for this insect is DDT— a spray 
ide of the wettable kind (25 or 
50 percent or as dust, 3 percent 
5 percent). Until more is known 
about DDT, its use should be re- 
stricted to all the vegetables in 
heir seedling stage. 

TOMATO BLIGHT IS HERE! 

This story has been four times 
repeated but it is not heedless 
repetition, but to spread the word 
that Tomato Blight has been re- 
ported from several-counties in 
Kentucky. How far it may 
spread, or how rapidly, no one 
knows, but specific measures 
should be started if tomatoes are 
not to be lost as in 1946. 

Earlier it was stressed that 
blight control is a matter of pre- 
vention, keeping the plants cov- 
ered with copper so that the 
germs can obtain no foot-hold. 
For this' purpose, the ' fixed- cop- 
pers" were recommended, and 
is said that although wet 
spraying was much to be pre- 
ferred, dusting could be effec- 
provided enough dust were 
used. 

Now, however, with late blight 
come into the picture, wet spray- ] 
ing is a "must" with materials 



specifically for that disease, 
Dithane or Fermate or fresh- 
mixed Bordeaux, the 'prepared" 
kind of Bordeaux being only 
partially effective. The disease 
attacks the bottom of the plant 
first, the germs bouncing up from 
the soil with raindrops, and the 
spraying should be concentrated 
there. But all the plants must 
be covered. 

Dithane and Fermate need to 
be used with a "sticker" of the 
several trademarked kinds 
the market, but fresh Bordeaux 
sticks and spreads well of itself. 
Of Dithane, use 2 level teaspoons 
per gallon of water; of Fermate, 
6 level teaspoons, and here is 
receipt for making Bordeaux 
garden-size amounts: — 

1. In a container other than 
metal, dissolve one pound of 
bluestone in five quarts of water 
to make ' bluestone stock." 

2. In the sprayer tank put 9 
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quarts of water; then, a small 
handful (Y-i pound) of screened 
hydrated lime, and then one 
quart of "stock." 

3. Close the sprayer and sh-ke 
endwise 10 times, to make 2V4 
gallons of 4-4-50 Bodeaux, suf- 
ficient to cover up to 50 plants. 

Spraying (with whatever ma- 
terial) should begin immediately, 
and be repeated 3 or 4 times at 
two-week intervals or until new 
signs of the disease abate, as they 
may when the weather becomes 
more dry, and the nights warm- 
er. The signs are rotting of the 
leaves and the spotting of the 
fruit 

The above applies particularly 
tomatoes that have been some 
me in bloom; for plants that 
■e just starting, the 'fixed cop- 
pers" may be used, 2 level tea- 
spoons per gallon, and on the 
same schedule just outlined. 

Suggestions For 
Canning Tomatoes

Wash the jars and lids in clean, 
hot, soapy water and rinse them 
in boiling water. 

2. Place jars, glass lids and 
screw tops in a pan of water, 
bring to boiling point and keep 
hot until ready to use. 

3. Dip rubbers and va 
covers into boiling w: 
before using. 

4. Select fresh, sound tomatoes 
in prime condition. 

5. Wash tomatoes thoroughly, 
discarding those that have decay- 
ed or bruised spots. 

6. Dip tomatoes into boiling 
water, then quickly into cold 
water for easy pealing. 

7. Cut out stem ends and peal. 

8. Pack whole or quartered to- 
matoes in hot jars and cover with 
boiling tomato juice to within 
x k inch of top. Add 1 teaspoon- 
fu! of salt to each quart. 

9. Seal according to type of 
jar used and process in water 
bath for 45 minutes after v 
starts boiling, or in pressure 
ner for 10 minutes at 5 pound 
pressure. 

Need Is Great For

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Corn Crop For 1947 
Late But Bettering 

The Kentucky corn crop, along 
ith other states, is still late but 
bettering, according to recently 
released official figures in fore- 
ist. 

The 1947 corn crop is estimat- 
ed at 2,770,930,000 bushels as of 
July 15 in the special mid-month 
report of the Crop Reporting 
Board of the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics. This is an in- 
crease of 158 million bushels in 
prospective production since July 
With this addition the 1947 
crop is now indicated to be 5 per- 
cent larger than average com- 
pared with just a little under 
average in the July 1 report. The 
1947 corn crop still is late but 
has "caught up" somewhat.in the 
last two weeks. 

Since July 1 the Corn Belt has 
experienced uniformly good corn 
weather — adequate moisture 
generally, warm days and fairly 
warm nights. Reports indicate 
fields are now fairly free of 
weeds. Over most of the Corn 
Belt early season hybrids were 
planted more extensively than 
usual to lessen the handicap of 
the late start and farmers in the 
eastern part of the Corn Belt 
have used more fertilizer in an 
effort to further limit the handi- 

Prospective production of corn 
as of July 15 is estimated by the 
Crop Reporting Board for 12 im- 
portant States. Within their area 
about 75 percent of all the corn 
in the United States is produced, 
on the average. 

It is estimated by the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics that 
1,704,000 acres of corn in Ken- 
tucky this year have been planted 
with hybrid seed. This is 78 
percent of the total acreage in | 
corn and compares with 1,645,000 1 
acres in 1946 or 73 percent of the I 
total corn acreage. The percent- . 
age of the State's corn crop plant- 
ed with hybrid seed has increased 
steadily each year since adapted I 
hybrids were first introduced! 
about eight years ago. 

SHORT COURSE FOR \ 
POULTRY RAISERS;

Q. Do dairy bams need frequent 
prayings of DDT to control flies? 

A. No. Barns and buildings 
sprayed with a water-dispersable 
DDT powder will effectively control 
flies for a number of weeks. In some 
sections of the country one spray- 
ing at the beginning of the fly sea- 
son Is sufficient, but where the sea- 
son Is long and flies are abundant It 
may be necessary to spray two or 
three times. Cattle, however, should 
be sprayed every week or two. 
Spraying with DDT has successfully 
controlled common houseflles, stable- 
flies, and horn flies. 

Q. At what age should dairy heif- 
ers first be bred? 

A. Dairy heifers should be bred 
according to body size and not age. 
Tests over a period of many years at 
the Research Farm of the Ralston 
Purina Company show that heifers 
of the following weights are fully 
big enough to breed: 

Holstelns 750 lbs. 

Brown Swiss 750 lbs. 

Ayrshlres 650 lbs. 

Guernseys 550 lbs. 

Jerseys 500 lbs. 

Jerseys at the Purina Research 
Farm usually reach the nboir wri hi 
bv 12 months of aw and Holstnns 
by 15 months with the others falling 
in between. 

Q. How soon should a doe be re- 
bred after she loses a litter? 

A. When a doe loses her litter, she 
should be watched for a few days to 
be sure she Is not suffering from any 
ailment, such as caked udders, etc. 
If she Is getting along well and has 
a good appetite, she should be re- 
bred in about seven to twelve days. 
Letting her wait too long may cause 
her to become too fat and therefore 
"Tlcult to breed.
